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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Anselm et al 

CI 14). 

With respect to claims 1 and 11, Anselm et al shown in figure 1 a substrate (40), a doped 
layer (12.3) and a dopant barrier (12.4, 14) located between said doped layer and a layer (22), 
wherein said dopant barrier includes at least two layer and does not form a pn junction with said 
doped layer, note col. 1 lone 65 to col. 5 line 58. 

With respect to claims 2-10 and 12-20, figures 1-2 shows all limitations of the claims, 
note col. 1 line 10 to col. 8 line 43.
